fifths of the liquor was seized in Florida, 
in Maine and New Hampshire, in New 
York, in Los Angeles (on its way from 
Tia Juana) and in San Antonio. 
“But seizures represent only a fraction 
of the flow.

The first 
year of legal beer brought in $145,306,089. 
If there should be no change in the amount 
of the product brought under taxation, a 
full year would bring in from spirits, wines 
and beer barely $300,000,000— the lowest of 
all the estimates made when the rates were 
being fixed.” 
President Roosevelt and all of the others 
who thought they knew something about the 
solution of the liquor traffic and who never had 
particularly interested themselves in it during 
pre-prohibition days, are 
learning the truth 
which everyone knew who was familiar at all 
with the old days.
